Tiie  aiticlo  in  Tlio  New-  nhuut  the 
jui vaiitau't's  t(i  Wiii('lH'>t('r  ol'  tlie  ex- 
tension of  the  Lexinjrton  iind  Kji st- 
ern railway  tliroufrh  tlie  mountain- 
toward  tlie  Virginia  line  has  cau-^ed 
much  c-ommeut  among:  the  iK«.|>k. 
The  merchants  seem  to  be  awakening 
to  tbe  importance  of  the  opportun- 
ity. Some  of  the  leading  members 
of  the  Commercial  cinb  are  discuss- 
ing the  steps  which  must  be  taken. 
But  we  are  not  the  only  people  who 
are  on  the  outlook  for  the  benefit < 
to  come.  In  a  two-eolunni  editorial 
of  the  Lexington  Herald  an  endeavor 
is  being  made  to  >tir  uj>  onr  neigh- 
bor. An  extract  from  the  editorial 
un  the  importance  of  the  L.  .&  K. 
may  awaken  some  of  oar  sleepers. 
Here  it  is: 

"There  is  a  prosj>ect  that  is  point- 
ed out  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
secretary  of  the  Commercial  club 
which  Lexington  ought  to  derive  great 
bendit,  and  that  is  throng^  the 
growth  that  is  to  take  {rfaee  in  the 
near  future  in  Eastern  Kentucky 
I^xington  merchants  should  supply 
the  trade  of  the  mountains;  I^'xing- 
ton  banks  should  furiii>li  I  lie  iiioiu  y 
to  finance  their  development;  bot!i 
the  development  of  Die  c<n'poiatioii> 
and  the  individual-.  F>olI,'  LexiiiirtcM 
and.  Loui>\ille  have  neglected  tlie':- 
opportunities.  Cincinnati,  and  oilier 
cities  >of   (Hiici   ami    We-t  Viririni.. 


have  reaped  enormous  ]>r(>lits  from 
that  neglect.  Due  to  tlie  foitunate 
circnnistance  tiiat  some  of  the  ablest 
ami  mo-t  enteiT>rising  men  from  the 
Big  Sandy  Valley  went  to  Cincinnati, 
accepted  po.sition><  in  banks  and 
wholesale  houses,  Cincinnati  has  se- 
(^ured  and  maintains  an  ascendancy 
in  the  trade  and  finances  of  the  Big 
Sandy  Valley,  which  now  makes  it 
more  difficult  for  iLenngton  and 
Louisville  to  secure  that  trade,  than 
it  would  have  been  had  we  Kentuek- 
ians  of  the  lowlands  recogiiizetl  the 
oppoi-lunitie-  and  the  (ibligatious  pre- 
sented by  t!ie  highlands  of  the  state. 

We  tx'lieve  it  to  1m*  a  ciuiservative 
estimate  that  within  the  next  five 
years  a  minimum  of  twenty-five  mil- 
lion d(dlais  of  outside  capital  will  be 
spent  in  the  construction  of  railroads 
and  the  development  of  the  coal 
mines  in  the  mountain  counties,  which 
ought  to  be  tributary  to  Lexington. 
It  is  probaUe  that  twice  that  amount 
will  be  spent.  We  ^all  not  be  sur- 
prised-to  see  tbe  mountain  counties 
of  Eastern  Kentucky  increase  more 
in  p(i|>ulation  in  the  next  five  years 
tiuMi  has  the  whole  >tate  of  Kentucky 
in  the  past  ten  year>.  If  Lexington 
is  wise  and  piogre>-ive.  the  banks 
and  tiu'  mcrcliani-.  both  \vli(de>aU' 
and  ictail.  and  tlie  ><-liools  and  C(d- 
Ic^^c-  i.f  tlii-  -ectioii  onglit  to  derive 
urcat  lienelit-  from  that  increa-e."

Wednc-day  ni.::hl  ten  blackei:ei 
bodies  were  takea  from  a  lower  le\( 
and  broug'iM  to  the  -ni  t  iu-e.  a  In  r 
hundreds  (d'  v oiikmi  and  cliildrei 
await  in.  \ain  l'<  liu>bainls  and  fa- 
tilers.  Most  of  tbe  bodies  wert 
identified,  among  them  being  Superin 
tendent  Barrowman,  who  gave  up  hi- 
life  in  tbe  cause  of  his  emirfoyes.

J to  scad  forili  liag.-'.r  and  her  son  into 
rhe  wilderness.  That  sending  forth 
typified  the  Idvine  disfavor  which 
car.ie  iii>cn  the  .iev.s  eighteen  centuries 
ago  .•'iid  V,  hi,  ii  has  mad.'  them  outcasts 
r;'.'!:i  i-  t\  •  l.iNor,  as  IIa.i;ar  and  Isli- 
uj.iel  we;e  cut  off  from  Abraham's 
l>resence  and  family  and  care.  The 
bread  and  water  which  Hagar  tool; 
with  her.  by  wjikh  she  and  Ishmael 
were  nourished  in  the  wildemess  for 
a  time,  pictures  and  types  the  pronises 
of  God  through  the  Law  and  the 
prophets  which  still  belong  to  the  Jew 
:iiul  upon  which,  for  eighteen  centuries, 
i.e  has  been  nourished,  and  without 
v.-hich  the  hope  of  tbib  nation  would 
have  perished. 

New  we  co;ee  to  the  dire  moment 
pi.  turiil  in  (lenesis  .\xi.  1."  i:t.  The 
wa'er  pr.)viilcd  by  .\l>raliam  had  l>een 
consumed.  No  more  was  to  be  had. 
Ist!::iael  was  dying.  Ilagar,  his  mother, 
s-'parated  herself  from  him.  At  the 
oi>;;or<une  raoment  the  angel  of  the 
L(-rd  apjiearotl  to  her  and  |)ointed  her  to 
a  cpring  of  water,  where  she  refreshed 
herself  and  Ishmael  with  new  life. 

The  antitype  of  this  is  now  to  be 
seen  before  us.  The  Jewish  people, 
separated  more  and  more  from  the 
Law  and  the  Profihets.  are  becoming 
weak  and  faint  as  respects  ho|>e.  They 
are  about  to  diel  But  no.  the  Lord 
gracdously  loints  out  a  well-spring  of 
the  wafer  of  life  at  this  critieal  mo- 
nunt.  .\s  Ishmael  was  resrued  from 
d'";fli  by  this  water,  so  tin*  nation  of 
Israel,  whui.i  lie  fypilied.  is  now  about 
to  l:nd  in  tlie  providence  of  God  tliat 
tli  -ir  portion  of  the  .\!)rahami'^  Cove- 
nant Is  the  eiutbly  "HC  ii<>t  the  heav- 
enly one.  not  the  spirilual.  Tiiey  are 
about  to  be  refreshed  and  to  enter 
upon  a  new  career.  That  career,  how- 
ever, will  not  mark  them  as  Ishmael- 
Itcs.  nor  Wfll  -th^  New  CorCBsnt  re- 
lationship be  symbolized  by  Hagar. 
the  Old  Law  Covenaflt^  Theaceforth 
thry  are  represented  under  a  Setir  type, 
''isaae  Was  Heir  of  All. 
If.  nt  first,  our  Jewish  fi  iends  might 
be  inclined  to  feel  d'saj  iointrd  that 
I  hoy  were  represented  in  I.-hmael.  and 
not  in  Isaac,  by  the  Ilagiir  Covenant, 
tl)  >  Covenant  of  bondege  to  tiie  Law. 
iaste  id  of  being  formi  d  free  from  the 
Law,  fliere  is  a  <-onso!ation.  Their 
consolation  is  that  Isaac  typified  the 
Messiaii  .-Mid  that  Israel  is  pictured  as 
the  nation  on  whose  belialf  Messiah 
v.-ill  mefliate  the  New  Law  Covenant. 
The  BIcssiah  must  be  spiritual,  in  or- 
der to  be  nble  to  confer  the  great 
blessings  lndk«ted  tm  the  Covenant 
made  with  Abraham.  Tli^  nation  of 
Israel  never  expected  to  be  splTltual 
and  had  no  such  promise  in  the  Bible. 
To  the  Jews  will  come  exactly  what 
they  have  alwa.vs  ijeen  expectiag- 
gro.itness  as  nn  earthly  people,  honor 
as  ilie  elect  nation  through  whom  the 
New  Covenant  blessings  will  be  open- 
ed up  to  all  the  worMof  SMWIdnd— tbe 
Gentiles. 

As  already  poiufod  out,  Isaac,  the 
son  of  Abraham,  typified  the  Messiah 
of  glory,  the  Son  of  (iod  and  heir  of 
all  the  iironiises— the  one  through 
whom  alone  cti  rnal  life  may  l)e  ob- 
tained and  restitution  to  that  perf<v-- 
ti<m  which  will  enable  Israel  and  the 
world  to  keep  the  Divine  Law  perfe<  t- 
ly  and  merit  the  gift  of  God.  eternal 
life;  according  to  tlietar  New  Law  Cove- 
nant by  and  through  its  great  Media- 
tor—Messiah. 

Eleazar  Type  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

In  due  time.  Abraham  sent  bis  trust- 
ed .servant  Eleazar  (typical  of  the  holy 
Spirit)  to  select  a  Uride  for  his  son 
Isaac.  Kleazar  might  not  go  anywhere. 
He  was  directed  to  go  only  to  tliose  of 
Abraham's  family,  thus  implying  tliat 
none  would  be  called  to  l)e  the  Kride 
of  Messia.h  e.xcept  such  as  were  already 
in  relatioiisliip  to  Ctal  tlirouuh  faith, 
obeJienee  and  J-.:stilicatiou.  Wlien  the 
servant  had  found  Hebeci  a  he  put 
upon  her  certain  jewels,  explained  to 
her  and  her  relatives  the  nature  of  his 
mission,  and  asked  her  if  she  were 
willing  to  come  and  be  Isaac's  Bride, 
lie  said.  My  master,  Abraham,  is  very 
rich  and  all  that  he  hath  he  hath  given 
imto  Isaac. 

Thus  tb*' great  riches  of  God  are 
ugaiu  illustrated  !n  Abraham  and  the 
fact  that  Messiah  is  Ills  Son  and  the 
heir  of  all  the  promises  of  God,  the 
One  through  wliom  Israel  and  all  man- 
kind shall  be  blessed.  Rebe.  ca  prompt- 
ly responded  aial  thus  betrothed  her- 
self to  file  lius,  (>n  Hridegreom  and 
hasted  w  'nh  tlie  servant  to  Isaac.  .\s 
her  kinsfolk  bacie  her  geodby  they 
wished  her  a  blessing  in  these  words, 
'  r.e  thou  I  lie  mother  of  thousands  of 
inilli.'i'.s"  f(Jeni'sis  xxiv,  (',')). 

W  e  read  tli;;t  ■■Il.  becca  arose  and  her 
.'airi'^els  (uiaii'.s.  servants)  and  they 
rt  iie  upon  f!ie  camels  and  followed  the 
i:?an  Kiear^ar.  " 

Here  we  find,  in  harmony  with  other 
Sviiptrres,  a  picture  of  this  Gosj^el 
\ge.  and  its  work  of  bringln.?  to  Mes- 
'lah  a  special  Uride  class  of  sniuMy 


enss.  First  smongst  Ihess  ssints  wer 
Bomt  tft  tiie  Jewi*  shtion.  according 
to  the  Dirino  Rule;  as  ^  Sn^ptures 
set  forth— "to  the  Jew  UttV*  TUB 

Bride  class  has  been  sele<'ted  from  ev- 
ery nation,  people,  kindred  and  tongue, 
yet  in  all  will  be  but  a  little  flock— 
"Fear  not,  little  flock,  it  is  your  Fa- 
ther's good  [ileasure  to  give  you  the 
Kingdom"— the  si)iritunl.  unseen  I\ing- 
dom  of  Messiah— joiul-lieirsliip  with 
him  in  his  throne- not  the  earthly 
Kingdom  which  lias  been  promised 
definitely  tu  Israel. 

The  Bride  Class  and  the  Great  Com- 
pany. 

Other  Scriptures  have  shown  us  that 
there  are  two  classes  amongst  these 
saints.  A  few,  peculiarly  devoted,  will 
c(Histltnte  the  Bride  cisss.  And  a 
larger  nvml)er,  not  so  Morageous  of 
ths  Truth  aud  rightaoosness,  will  een- 
stihrtS  tier  companions,  hor  servants, 
as  Rebecca  ksTeHed  ftccompanied  by 
her  servants.  These  two  classes  are 
particuUirly  specified  in  the  Scriptures 
(45th  Psalm),  where  we  rsad  of  the 
Messiah-Bride  and  Queen.  in  her 
resurrection  glory  she  Is  pictured  as 
the  Queen  robed  In  gold  of  Ophir  with 
fine  neeiUework— the  glory  representing 
the  divine  nature  'Aliich  will  be  grant- 
<>d  her  and  the  fine  needlework  reprS- 
seiiting  her  glorious  righteousness,  em- 
hellished  with  tlie  fruits  of  the  holy 
Sl>irit.  The  Psalnnst  tells  how  slie 
shall  be  brought  into  the  i)rcsence  of 
the  great  King  .lehovah  and  then  adds 
that  the  virgins,  or  companions,  that 
follow  her  shall  also  be  brought  iuto 
the  presence  of  the  King,  sliowing  that 
there  will  always  be  a  difference  of 
rank  on  the  spiritual  plane.  These  two 
classes  are  again  pictured  in  the  Law 
as  Prints  and  Levites.  tlie  Bride  class 
being  represented  by  tlw  Priists,  ow- 
Uig  to  tli^  willing  saortices  ^  the 
earthly  portion  in  favor  of  tlie  heavenly. 

We  are  not  to  identify  ttie  Bride  class 
with  the  nominal  Christian  Churches 
of  today  any  more  than  we  would  iden- 
tify the  Apostles  with  the  Jewish 
Cliurch  of  their  day.  The  Ai>ostles 
were  a  select  few.  and  similarly  all 
the  members  of  th^  Church  tlirougli- 
out  the  Age  have  bet-n  a  S'leet  few 
out  of  a  nominal  many.  "The  Lord 
kiiuweth  them  that  are  his."  The  true 
Chnrcli  has  been  sele:  ted.  not  only 
from  all  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel, 
Imt  from  every  other  nation,  people 
:ui(l  tongue,  even  so  many  SS  tlw  Lord 
our  (Jod  has  called. 

liebecca's  leaving  her  father's  house 
typified  the  personal  coneeralton  ot 
each  one  who.  led  of  tlie  Spirit,  ac- 
cepts the  Divine  invitation  to  Joint- 
helrsli^i  with  Clirist  The  first  Jcw- 
eliy  given  to  Bebecea.  whoi  first  siie 
heeded  the  invitation  and  invited  the 
servant  to  her  home,  represents  the 
earliest  blessing  received  by  believers. 
The  jewelry  she  received  after  she  had 
decided  to  go  to  Isaac  and  bwome  his 
wife  repiisents  the  blessings  of  tlie 
Holy  Sjiii  it  which  come  upon  the  fidly 
consei  rated,  those  who  determine  to 
walk  in  the  footsteps  of  .lesus  in  the 
narrow  way  into  the  Kingdom,  under 
th"  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Arrived  at  the  end  of  her  journey, 
she  found  herself  in  the  presence  of 
Isaac,  and  immediately  alighted  from 
her  camel  and  covered  herself  with  a 
veil.  Tlius.  pictoriaily.  is  represented 
the  fact  that  the  Church,  when  having 
experienced  the  change  of  tlie  First 
Resurrection  and  in  tlw  presence  of 
the  kiMvenly  Bridegroom,  will  no 
longer  need  tlie  soidanee  <tf  tlie  holy 
Spirit,  through  the  Scriptures.  This 
part  of  tlie  picture,  ttf  course,  is  yet 
future.  The  Scriptures,  however,  in- 
dicate, and  outward  conditions  cor- 
roborate the  fact,  that  the  time  of 
this  glorious  change  is  nigh  at  band. 
To  Be  the  Mother  of  Thousands  of 
Millions. 

Isaac  imme<liate!y  received  IJebecca 
and  took  lier  into  his  mother's  tent. 
Sarah  had  died  and  Rebecca  became 
her  successor.  Thus  is  beautifully 
pictured  the  fact  tliat  when  the  Bride 
of  Messiah  shall  be  complete  on  the 
plane  of  glory,  the  Sarah  Covenant 
will  be  at  an  end  and  her  place,  ns  a 
chauei  of  bieasing.  will  be  tsten  by 
the  i^ortfled  Church.  Then  will  be 
foMIIed  the  propbetie  Masslag  of  her 
relatives,  -Be  thou  the  mother  of 
tbonssads  of  ndlMons.**  Tliose  thou- 
sands of  saillions  reptisent  the  wertd 
of  mankind,  which  will  be  regenerat- 
ed, or  granted  new  life  by  the  great 
Messiah  during  the  thousand  years  of 
his  reign  as  the  Mediator  of  the  New 
Covenant. 

Messiah  will  be  the  regenerator  and 
his  Bride  will  be  the  nour'slicr.  in- 
structor. l.'vpiM-  of  all  iii.aiil.iiiil  under 
the  Now  ('ovenaut,  because  it  will  be 
this  antitypical  Isaac  and  his  Bride 
that  will  mediate  for  Israel,  and 
through  Israel  for  the  world,  the  New 
Covenant  of  nestitution  blessings 
(Acts  iii,  19-21).  "In  tlwe  and  In  thy 
Seed  shi'li  all  the  families  of  the  earth 
be  blessed,"  applies  primarily,  as  St 
Paul  shows,  t»  Measiah  and  his 
CAnrch  in  glory— the  sseriUces  being 
past,  tbe  Mritaal  natwe  being  attahi- 
ei  as  a  reward  for  tha  aacrlUcea  (Gala- 
tiaM  iil« !«, 

Whoever  will  Urst  rective  Messiah 
and  come  into  harmony  with  tUe 
Righteous  laws  of  his  invisible  King- 
dom will  be  the  first  to  be  blessed. 
There  will  be  no  partiality  in  this 
matter,  for  God  is  no  respecter  of  per- 
sons. However,  because  of  their  past 
experiences  and  earthly  hor>e8  and 
trust  in  the  Law  and  the  Prophets, 
the  Jews  will  be  the  first  amongst  the 
nations  to  accept  the  new  order  of 
things  and  ally  themselves  with  it: 
therefore,  to  them  will  the  blessings 
go  first  and  through  them,  as  instru- 
ments of  the  Kingdom,  the  blessings 
will  extend  to  all.

Christ  know  nothing  of  i^ith  er  for 
^vcMOB  of  sins  or  tife  eternal  and 
have  no  trospel  to  Relieve  01%  preach 
(I  Cor.  zv.  14-191.  It  the  one  great 
topic  of  Peter  and  Paul  In  all  their 
preaching.  "This  Jesus  hath  God 
raised  vp.**  "The  Prince  of  Life,  whom 
God  felHIi  raised,  froai  the  dead." 
'*Vftfe  great  po^or  gave  the  apostles 
witness  of  tbo  Hmttittaiim  of  the 
LordJ^s."  niM  Qod^of  oar  fsthcps 
raised  ap  Jesus.**  *'Ulm  Ciod  raised 
up-  the  third  day  and  showed  Him 
openly.**  *'God  raised  Him  from  the 
dead"  (Acts  11.  24.  3'-»:  iii.  l.\  2G:  Iv,  10. 
33:  V.  CO:  x.  40;  xlil.  2.^.  30.  .^3;  Bom.  L 
4).  Hear  the  Lord  Himself  to  John 
in  Patmof^  long  after  He  bad  ascended. 
"Fear  not.  I  am  the  first  and  the  last: 
I  am  He  that  liveth  and  was  dead, 
and  behold  I  am  alive  forevermore. 
amen,  and  have  the  keys  of  hell  and 
of  death"  tP.ev.  i.  17.  18).  In  Col.  iii.  1. 
believc'rs  are  s|)oken  of  as  "risen  with 
Christ"  and  are  exhorted  to  seek  those 
things  which  are  above,  where  Christ 
sltteih  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

.\ffer  He  died  .loseph  of  Arlmafhnea 
went  to  Pilate  and  asked  for  Ills  body, 
and  he  and  Kieotenns  took  it  and 
wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  with 
about  100  pounds  weight  of  spices,  and 
laid  it  in  Joseph's  new  tomb  and  rolled 
a  great  stone  to  the  door  and  depart- 
ed. The  wosDon  from  Galilee,  havlnp 
se«i  where  fffflieaf  "iaii  mS.  sMum 
ed  and  prefMred  sptces  with  which  to 
anoint  His  body  when  the  Sabbath 
should  have  pSsnMr  '^M*  i«st»d  -the 
Sabbath  day.  Was  there  ever  a  gloom 
ier  Sabbath  to  any  believers?  He  in 
whom  tliey  bad  fru.sted  as  their  Mes 
slab,  to  whom  tbey  bad  lovingly  rain 
istered,  for  whom  tbey  had  forsaken 
all.  bad  l)een  taken  from  them  and 
cnicified  by  the  r.ntliorities  as  a  wi>  k 
ed  [lerson.  and  now  they  v.ere  in  gre;",i 
darknes.v.  wiMiout  any  hope,  for  they 
looked  not  fur  li\<  resurrt  etion.  ■'Ilav 
Ing  no  hoi)e  and  witliout  (Jod  in  the 
world"  (Kph.  ii.  IJi  i-;  the  condition  of 
so  many  religious  jieopie  today  be 
cause  they  know  not  a  risen  Christ. 

The  tirst  day  of  the  week  having 
osaev  tbejr'ar«  found  very  early  at  the 
tomb  to  do  what  they  had  purposeti 
for  His  dead  bo^jr.  but  tbs  tomb  is 
open,  the  atooe  rolled  away,  and  there 
Is  nobody  to  anoint  tor  as  the  angei 
from  heaven  said  to  the  women:  "Ye 
seek  Jesus  who  was  crucifled.  He  is 
not  here,  for  He  is  risen,  as  He  said" 
.Mary  Magdalene,  who  came  with  the 
other  women,  seems  to  have  run  to 
tell  Peter  and  John  as  soon  as  she 
saw  that  the  tomb  was  open  and  the 
body  gone.  While  she  was  gone  the 
other  women  saw  the  angels  and 
heard  their  message  and  went  to  tell 
the  other  disciples.  Pete,  and  John 
ran  to  the  tomb.  and.  having  seen  for 
themselves  that  it  was  empty,  the 
linen  clothes  lying  just  as  when  the 
body  was  in  them,  thej  want  away 
again  unto  tbefer  own  home  (John 
8-101.  Mary  Magdalene  returned  to 
the  tomb  and  stood  weeping:  then 
stooping  down  and  looking  In.  she  saw 
two  angels  and  heard  them  say.  "Wo- 
man, why  weepest  thon?"  Even  as 
tbey  spoke  to  ber  I  think  that  sh- 
saw  them  looking  beyond  her.  and 
turning  around,  stie  saw  a  man  whom 
she  supposed  to  be  the  gardener,  who 
also  said  to  her:  "Woman,  why  weep 
est  thou?  Whom  seekest  thou?"  P.ui 
not  until  He  called  her  by  name  did 
she  recognize  Him.  Thus  He  appear- 
ed flrst  to  Mary  &Iagdalene  even  be- 
fore Ho  had  asceaded  to  the  Father 
(John  KX.  IS-IT)  ia  Bis  resurrection 
body.  As  sb*  weat  to  teH  tkaf  she 
had  aeea  Him  Ho.  baring  ascended 
and  rstnmed.  met  the  other  women 
and  allowed  them  to  bold  Him  by  the 
feet  and  worship  Him  (verse  9).  Part  of 
the  angel's  message  to  the  women  was. 
"<.Jo  your  way:  tell  His  disciples  and 
Peter"  (Mark  xvl.  7).  the  only  one  men- 
tioned specially  by  name.  Some  time, 
somewhere,  on  that  d:iy  He  ajiijeared 
to  Peter  alone  (Luke  xxiv,  J4i  in  the 
afternoon  He  appeared  to  the  two  whi) 
walked  to  Emmaus.  and  He  walkeil 
with  them  nnd  opened  to  them  the 
Scriptures.  In  the  evening  He  appear- 
ed to  ten  of  them  (Thomas  being  ab- 
sent), comforted  them.  sfaovTed  them 
His  hands  and  Hhi  feet  abd  ate  a 
piece  of  broiled  Bsh  and  honeycomb 
before  them  (L,uke  niv.  30-4:^.  Thus 
He  appeared  Ave  times  on  that  day. 
and  we  know  that  He  appeared  on  at 
least  five  other  occasions  during  those 
forty  days.  "He  shewed  Himself  alive 
after  His  i>assion  by  many  infallible 
proofs,  being  seen  of  them  forty  da3'8 
ind  s|M»ak;iig  of  the  ihings  pertaining 
io  fhe  kingdom  of  Cod"  (.Vets  i.  3i. 

•^t  the  end  of  the  forty  days,  hav- 
ing coram:. mliHl  them  to  wait  in  Je- 
ru.saleni  •fi!!  He  should  send  fhem 
the  Holy  Siurit.  He  visibly  aseended 
from  the  Mount  of  Olive-s.  and  when 
He  shall  t'ome  again  to  that  aaoie 
Mont  brlogfng  His  saints  with  Bhil. 
Ijmd  8ha4l  receive' Hi  in.  and  Be  wlH 
bet  ap  His  kingdom  (Acts  1.  10-12:
